TUBERCULOSIS 
SOCIETY SHOWS 
$774 BALANCE 


Financial Statement Is 


Issued; 
Christmas 


Drive Is Profit­ 
able. 


Cannot Go Home to Die 


A financial statement compiled by 
the executive committee of the Adams! 
County Tuberculosis Society shows a 
balance of $774.60 in the treasury as 
a result of the Christmas Seal drive 
anil sale of health bonds. 
This is the best showing of the 
tuberculosis society of Adams county j 
has made in years and represents the 
result of a united abd cooperative 
drive throughout the county. 
This is also the first time that a1 
complete financial statement has ever; 
l>een submitted by the executive com­ 
mittee. and sets at 
rest conflicting 
rumors current for some time, rela-

rive to receipts and disbursements of 
the society’s funds. 
The report show’s receipts of *229.06, 
from the 1923 treasurer, a eompara-i 
tively small amount, due in a meas-! 
ure to unusual expense* during the 
previous twelve month period, and th e' 
small amount received in the IffiJM 
Christmas drive. 
$1237.90. Receipts 
Sale 
of

brought $110. 
This is considerably 
larger than was anticipated by the 
committee, in view of the large sale 
of seal*- which showed a gross return 
of $898*4, a total of $1008.84 for the 
Christmas drive. 
This sum together! 
with the treasurer’s balance for 1923 
brought the sum total to $1237.90. 
Expenses show varying sums for, 
stumps, envelopes, stationery, portal 
cards, 
society 
supplies, 
treatments 
through 
clinics, 
stenographic 
em­ 
ploye’s services and the disbursement 
of 20 per cent of the Christmas drive 
fund to the Pennsylvania Tuberculosis I 
Society of $201.76. The entire expense! 
list includes only $463.(H), leaving a 
balance of $774.60 in the treasury. 

Thomas, president of 
the Adams County Tuberculosis So- • 
rioty, in commenting on the statement,

“The balance,” said 
Mr. Thomas,

individuals are not financially able to I 
bear the necessary expense. 
Report To Clinic

lin, is the examining physician for 
Adams county and afflicted persons 
are also urged to report to him for! 
examination or to Miss Rate Brid, 
state nurse, in the Rod Cross rooms 
in the Gettysburg court house. 
Im­ 
mediate attention will lx» given. 
“ Prescriptions orden*d by the ex­ 
amining physician will bo filled by 
druggists if they ace

by 
Miss Brid or Miss M argaret McMil­ 
lan.” 
Mr. Thomas also gave out details of 
the chm’ of the affected youth who was 
Inking cared for by the society.

said, “The committee authorized pay­ 
ment of a brace for a young man 
from Alia ms county, who because of 
bis affliction was unable to attend 
school. 
The disease had affected him 
in such a way that he could not carry 
on his school work. 
IB' has been sent 
to Harrisburg, where he will have a 
brace fitted to him. and in a very 
short time will be able to resume bis 
school work. The expense involved in 
thti case totals more than $100. and 
the committee is more than satisfied 
of the worthiness of the case.”

operating expenses, and as a nucleus 
with which to purchase a new machine 
years hence, without the necessity for 
another campaign fo>- funds. 
This announcement came this morn­ 
ing from the committee in charge of 
the campaign, which is meeting with 
popular favor throughout the county, 
as shawn by the mounting total from 
day to day. 
The chassis will cost 
in the neighborhood of $1,200, the 
committee stated, and all funds in ex­ 
cess of that amount will be put on 
interest as an endowment fund. 
Committee members were indignant 
today upon receipt of rumors from the 
upper end of the county that the am ­ 
bulance was to be operated fire for 
residents of Gettysburg, but that per­ 
sons 
residing 
out 
of 
Gettysburg 
would be compelled 
to pay for its 
services. 
They immediately spiked 
the rumor with the statement th a t1 
“the ambulance will be operated for ! 
the use of everybody, regardless cf 
where they live, or whether or rot

President Ebert was born February 
4, 1871, at Heidelberg, the son of a 
tailor.

shop and although he worked 12 and 
11 hours a day, he read and studied 
a great deal at night.
